the City Architect. Ie cited the provision
of the Charter that the City Architeet should
prepare or supervise the propacntion of all
plans of public bulldings to be crected In the
city to be paid for by moness approprinted
by City Council, and the additionnl provi-
sion that the Department of Publie Works
slionld have the supervislon of the con-
straction of public bulldings of every kind
for public use, HMHe argued thnt these pro-
vicions superseded the provisions in the act
creating the Munieipal Court.

Counecll overrode this veto by
bined vote of the membere loval
contractor politicians and the three votes
representing the Brown-Cunningliam  wing
of the Brown-Cunningham-Vare combina
tion.

Archliteet and Landscape Gardener
ho Plans to Specialize In Garages
and Cemetery Lots Provides

Text for Civie Beauty

WOMAN 1 know, whose son is an archi-

tect and landweape gardener, satd he was
going to specialize in goarages and foawily
burial lots, as they were two necessary things
that had hitherto been the results of an
emergency rather than of eareful design,

Certalnly no two garages or burinl lots
have any relntionship to each other ot to
the surrounding landseape. 1 suppose there
Is no remson why a cemetery should not be
Inid out Hke a continuous garden with di
visions that would complete n whole design
and yet each mnke a separate resting |lfnl‘l!.

There are many lovely formal gardens that
would make ideal eemeteries of this sort, but
I know of no eemetery that can be thought
of ns n lovely garden,

Looking across at Laurel Hill from the
Park drives {t seems falrly to bristle wita
murble spMker, that at best might be taken
for denuded and sharpened tree tranks.

The curloux form of one Protestant re
action was to muke monrners choose the
monoliths of an ancient sun-worship enlt
rather than the cross of Christendom to
mnrk their burinl places, 1t secms curlou-
too thut when it lies within the power of
nearly every family to have a burial gavden

THINK back vards will lave go.

They are chiefls what makes city life ngly
and sordid.  In the few ecases where the
oviginal owners built them for garvdems nnd
not for places to keep garbage cank, hang
clothes nnd accumulate nshes ngalost the
awful doy of the ash and gnrbuge collectors,
they restore one's self-respoct.

Paek vards that aee gardens or that were
meant to be gardens nre not confined to the
richer wtreets or the bigger houses or to the
new or to the old pnrllmm of the town,
Home owners have insisted on them and
sotne ventece have made much of them, poor
and rvieh, white and eolored.  But they ave
noet commeoen enough in any loeality to make
living in that locality an ameliorating eir-
cumstance,  There is no widespread ideal of
bnek yards in Pbhiladelphiin, no common re-
quirement execept that they shiall be made to
hold ash cans, gorbuge cans, fluttering un-
derelothes and aprons and the week's trash,
Yot more windows of the houses look out on
